Communists  Renew  Efforts 
To  Combat  Religion 


In  one  of  the  strongest  decla- : 
rations  on  the  subject  in  re¬ 
cent  months,  the  Soviet  radio 
has  reaffirmed  communist  hos¬ 
tility  to  religion,  and  has  called 
for  an  intensified  propaganda 
effort  to  combat  the  revival  of 
religion  in  the  USSR  since 
World  War  II,  the  U.  S.  Infor¬ 
mation  Agency  reports. 

In  its  overseas  press  and  ra 
dio  commentaries,  the  Informa¬ 
tion  Agency  said  the  declara¬ 
tion  was  made  by  M.  P.  Korit 
syn  of  the  Soviet  Ministry  of 1 
Culture  in  a  recent  Russian- 
language  broadcast  for  home 
consumption. 

The  speaker  portrayed  relig¬ 
ion  as  based  solely  on  “blind 
faith,™  and  said  religion  “kills 
the  best  human  qualities."  Kor 
itsyn  cited  the  danger  of  the 
religious  maxim:  “Love  your 
enemies,  bless  them  that  ci  I  _• 
you."  Hate,  not  love,  is  nc^ued 
to  ward  off  enemies,  Koritsyn 
said. 

The  Soviet  speaker  attacked 


observance  of  religious  holi¬ 
days  as  “one  of  the  most  harm¬ 
ful  remnants  of  the  past."  in 
discussion  Easter,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  holy  day  for  Russian 
Christians,  Koritsyn  made  Lie 
flat  statement  that  “science  has 
proven  that  Christ  never  exist¬ 
ed.™ 

The  fact  that  most  religious 
leaders  are  now  “loyal"  to  the 
communist  regime  does  not 
mean  that  atheistic  propaganda 
is  not  necessary,  Koritsyn  de¬ 
clared.  The  Information  Agen¬ 
cy  quoted  him  as  saying:  it 
would  be  naive  to  think  that  re¬ 
ligious  beliefs  wilt  die  a  nat¬ 
ural  death. Religious  bcliels  are 
long-lived,  are  an  enormous 
force  and  can  become  strong¬ 
er.” 

During  the  war,  the  people 
turned  in  greater  numbers  to 
religion  and  “the  weakness  of 
atheistic  propaganda  during 
and  after  the  war  also  contribut¬ 
ed  to  the  strengthening  of  ro-

R.  A.  Whitfield 
of  Florence  appears  to  have 
been  the  sponsor  of  this  pro¬ 
ject  to  supply  the  inmates  of 
Baptist  Orphanage  at  Jack¬ 
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Wanda  comes  from  Sarepla,

OMAHA.  Neb.  CRN'S)—  Inclus¬ 
ion  of  white  horse  in  a  Nativity 
scene  erected  at  a  downtown 
square  by  a  merchants'  group 
has  stirred  a  debate  among 
Omaha  ritisrns.  The  consensus 
seems  to  be  that  cattle,  sheep 
or  donkeys  are  appropriate  in 
a  manger  but  opinion  is  sharp¬ 
ly  divided  on  the  presence  of 
a  horse.  However,  the  Rev.  Ben 
Jamin  F.  Schwarts,  president  of 
the  Omaha  Ministerial  Union, 
said  he  found  the  horse  “quite 
striking”  and  that,  while  it 
might  be  unusual,  it  was  "per¬ 
fectly  orthodox."  "Jesus  was 
born  in  a  stable,”  he  said,  "and 
you  can  put  whatever  animals 
you  want  in  ft  stable.  A  donkey 
would,  perhaps,  be  more  in 
keeping  with  the  humble  scene 
but  a  horse  is  not  incongruous.” 
Maynard  Buchanan,  who  built 
the  display,  said  he  had  done  a 
lot  of  research  on  the  matter. 
He  cited  Nativity  scenes  paint¬ 
ed  by  13th  and  14th  century 
Italian  artists  which  showed 
white  horses.
